CLAIM 565 VOTES FOR TAFT. 


The Taft men stuck sturdily to their figures. They said at 


the least Taft has 666 votes, will be named on the first ballot 
and that Root will be made temporary "chairman by fully 600 
votes, it being1 held that some of the Roosevelt delegates will 
vote for him. 


Mr. Root arrived, bringing with him his well-known refriger- 


ation machine and making his own ice whenever approached for 
his opinion of the situation.

However, Sub-Boss William Flinn of the Roosevelt forces, 


while appreciating highly Mr. Root's ability as a welkin-ringer, 
was not so sure it would be well to employ Root's talents in that 
direction. It is the idea of Mr. Flinn to start something in the 
convention at the time Mr. Root's name is submitted to the as- 
semblage by Victor Rosewater as the national committee ideal of! 
• temporary chairman, and suggest in a clarion voice: "It would, 
fa* well to have a tried and true Roosevelt man in that job, pre- 
cipitating thereby a struggle that should have definite informa- 
tion, in it M to the strength of the two leading candidates. Mr. 
FUnn's idea has not met with full approval of the other Roose- 
velt leaden. There is a feeling it might be well to postpone 
the dash until later in the convention. Advocates of a compro- 
iwfa* r«ti^idate favor postponement. They say the thing to do is 
to select Mr. Root, listen to his speech and then talk adjourn- 
.ment, hoping by that time order may begin to shove its well- 
combed head up through chaos and that there may be found a 
way to save the grand old party. 


Several eminent persons on the ground favor this plan, hav- 


ing adjusted lightning rods and placed themselves in the most 
conspicuous lightning-infested spots they can find. One silver* 
tongued young orator is rehreasing a speech by which he hopes 
to cross-of-gold-and-crpwn-of-thorns the convention, if the oppor- 
tunity is offered. Politics, as has been remarked, is an unselfish 
and genial pursuit. 


PATHOS IN PLIGHT OF JOB-HOLDERS. 


The situation is not without its pathos. Consider the dire

ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL 


VETOED BY THE PRESIDENT 


Defeats Plan to Oust General Wood by 


Joker in Supply Measure 


WASHINGTON*, Juoe 17.—The Prebl- 


dent vetoed today the army appropriation 
bill. 
He returned the bill to Congress 


with a, mcbfiage indicating his disapproval 
of the legislative provision which would 
oust Major-General Leonard Wood from 
the office of chief of ataff on March 4 
next. 


In his message the President said: 
"The army of the United States Is far 


too vital an institution to the people of 
this country to be made the victim of 
hasty or Imperfect theories of legisla- 
tion. As was pointed out by the chair- 
man of the Senate military committee, 
it Is well known that the war college and 
the genera! staff have been 
for many 


months engaged upon a comprehensive 
plan of army reorganization. 


ADVISES MORE CARE. 


"At the present time, therefore, it Is 


especially inappropriate, In my opinion, 
to force upon the statute books legisla- 
tion enacted without the usual delibera- 
tion and care. 
I cannot conscientiously 


surrender the responsibility In 
shaping 


such laws with which I am vested under 
the constitution. 


"I therefore return to your honorable 


body without mv approval the said bill." 


The President's flat declaration that 


he was opposed to the enactment of 


I Ipgtslntlon fls a rirtpr on 
appropria- 


tion bill was taken today as an indi- 
cation that he would also veto the leg- 


islative, judicial and executive bill which 
carries an amendment that would abolish 
the commerce court. 


CHAIRMAN HAY REPLIES. 


Chairman Hay of the House military 


affairs committee Issued a statement In 
which he accused the President of mis- 
stating the facts and resorting to dis- 
Ingenious arguments. Hay declared the 
President vetoed the bill to give him- 
self valid teatons for vetoing the leg- 
islative bill, which contains ths provision 
to abolish the commerce court. 


The President did not veto the bill 


because of any fault In Its appropria- 
tion, but because of legislation which 
Congress had adopted. He declared the 
practice of attaching legislation to an 
appropriation bill with tho intent of de- 
priving the President of his constitutional 
power of veto could not be defended. 


"Taken as a whole," he said. "It would 


be hard to conceive of a clearer In- 
stance to force upon the executive leg- 
islation well known to be disapproved 
by him and by attaching such legislation 
to one of the great supply bills of the 
government, to deprive the President of 
his constitutional power as to legisla- 
tion.

".Such a riot, o1-, deeper down, the spirit 


which would ralBb such a riot I/ It could. 
Is tho veiy natur.il result of an attitude 
of ifctributlvo punlahment on the part of 
the Stuto. Just BO long as we punish men 
by stMitencinK them to arbitrary tormy In 
prison undnr conditions which do them 
moTo harm than good both physically anl 
morally, just exactly for that same period 
of time we will be developing In those men 
a spirit of MJlen hatred, which, in ths 
case of the more desperate, will break out 
In riot when opportunity offers. 
Such 


riots as this occurred before tha prison 
reform movement received 
Its present 


publicity, and such riots will continue In 
fact, or In spirit, just 60 long as we 
assume to make a prison a place of pun- 
ishment intjtead what It ought to be—a 
hospital for the c-ure of moral u!°ea?« 


PUTS "KEYS" IN HAND 


"The only radical cure for such a riot 


Is a new attitude of mind in our whole 
penal system. Send a man to a State 
reformatory, not for an arbitrary term or 
years, but on an Indeterminate sentence. 
In this reformatory give him a chance to 
become a man. Put him out on a farm, 
instead of in a Jute mill. Treat him In a 
way to develop his self respect. Do not 
crush all hope out of him. Let him know 
that the key to the reformatory Is In hie 
own hand—that the moment he shows Ills 
ability to make good within the reforma- 
tory he will be given an opportunity on 
parole to demonstrate that he can make 
good outside. Even our present Imperfect 
parole system shows that 85 per cent of 
the men paroled niako good. 


"Prison reform do«s not mean the cod- 


dling of prisoners. 
Quite the reverse— 


for It means the putting- on the prisoner 
the responsibility of earning his right to 
freedom instead of simply handing It to 
him on a silver tray when the arbitrary 
sentence has expired. Prison reform docs 
not mean 
any mere 
amelioration of 


present liarshness. It -means a radical 
change of viewpoint both for the pris- 
oners .and for the State. 
The prisoner 
is to realize ttat the responsibility for 
earning hl« right to fr«edom rests with 
him. The Stato la to seek, not to brutal- 
ly punish the prisoner, but to remove him 
from society and build him up physically 
and morally until n* can 
demonstrate 


his ability to be a good citizen. 
Human 


nature being what it Is, the present Idea 
of repression and punishment will always 
nwnk»n a «ul1«-n spirit of r»v°nge 
TM1? 
hidden splnt will express itself on oc- 
casion In open riot. 
The only scientific 
remedy is to remove the cause by mak- 
ing reformation and not punishment the 
end of our penal system. 
"The recent riot strikingly Illustrates 


the value of two items In the prison re- 
form program. 


THE PAROLE ARGUMENT. 


"One of these is the value of tho pa- 
role system. 
Tho recent report of the 
state parole officer shows that the State 
has 482 men on parole this month. Not 
one of them was rioting! 
Every man 
on parole was at work earning an hon- 
est ilving without cost to the State. The 
fact is the 1630 mpp who hnv» bcnn pa- 
roled In this State, Instead 
of 
rioting 
about the food provided by the State, 
have earned a total of $361,433 by hon- 
est work while on parole. 
"Another Item 1u«tlftr>rt ft;- this riot Is 


the agitation for a first-class reformatory 
conducted on modern llnca for first of- 
fenders. Examlno carefullv the account1) 
of the riot and you will discover the il- 
luminating fact that less than 100 men, 
about 5 per cent of the prison popula- 
tion, were involved. Is It fair to class 
all prisoners together? 
Shall the 95 per 
cvnt who kept the rules reccWe no recog- 
nition? 
Ought there not to be a care- 


ful graduation 
of prisoners whereby a 


man by good conduct and worlc might 
tarn larger opportunities? 
Ought there 
not to be a separate Institution for Ilrst 
offenders and thono giving evidence of 
hope of reclamation? 
What sori of a 
hospital would It ba that put patients 
suffm-lng 
from 
tuberculosis, 
malaria, 
rheumatism, measlcn and smallpox In the 
seme ward under the sama treatment?"

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The Situation at Chicago. 


The talk of a bolt has about subsided at Chicago. It all came 


from Roosevelt's friends, and the Colonel is too clever a politician 
not to discern that he gained nothing by threatening to lead a 
bolt in case he failed to receive the nomination. Very likely he 
instructed his followers to cea«e their heated talk about holding 
another convention and nominating a rival t'cket. At any rate, 
they have quit talking that way. 


Whether an effort v, ill be made to defeat Root for temporary 


chairman remains to be seen. It will not be made if it does not 
promise to be successful. The defeat of Root would mean the 
defeat of Taft for the nomination, for if the opposition to the 
President can muster enough v'Otes to override the national com- 
mittee's selection for chairman they have enough votes to pre- 
vent Taft's nomination. 


In that event the Roosevelt managers are counting on a 


stampede to the Colonel's standard. They are trying to seduce 
Taft delegates to join them in the hope of starting a stampede, 
and they are filling the air with rumors of desertions from Taft's 
forces to that end. 


Root will be presented for temporary chairman nevertheless, 


and if the choice of the national committee is ratified it will be 
evidence that Taft's friends are in control of the convention and 
that the reported breaks in the Taft line are without foundation. 
Taft's managers appear to be confident that they are holding 
their lines unbroken and are going ahead with their plans to 
organize the convention as if they were sure of their ground. 


Tomorrow will tell the tale, however. The element of doubt 


is in the New York delegation rather than in the South. The at- 
titude of Tim Woodruff, who heads the Brooklyn delegation, is 
somewhat equivocal. If he should lead his forces into the Roose- 
velt camp, the defection would be serious, if not fatal to Taft's 
prospects. Woodruff is notoriously tricky, and it would surprise 
no one if he should desert Taft at the last moment. An unscrup- 
lous trader, he will deliver his goods to whomever he can make 
the best deal with—for Woodruff. Hence no predictions can be 
made as to the ultimate result until a poll shows how the New 
York delegation stands. Of the coterie of former lieutenants of 
Tom Platt, who now dominate Republican politics in the Empire 
State, Barnes of Albany and Aldridge of Rochester are zealous 
partisans of Taft, while William L. Ward of Westchester is for 
Roosevelt. Woodruff has all along been counted with Barnes and 
Aldridge, but he is a doubtful quantity at best and his loyalty is 


" open to suspicion. But he is a close friend of Vice-President 
Sherman, who is counted on to hold him in line for the President. 


The situation is so badly mixed that it may be called any- 


body's fight. It may be Taft, or it may be Roosevelt, or it may 
be a dark horse.

At 9 o'clock last even- 
ing entrance to the room was made- by 
a pass key and the girl's body was found 
lying on the bed. 


On the dresser were found two glasses, 


one of them containing plain -water, and 
in the other was a solution. Crystalized 
cyanide of potassium 
was 
beside the 


glass, some of which the girl had evi- 
dently dissolved. 


There were four letters on the table 


by her side, two of them sealed. 
The 


sealed letters were stamped 
and 
ad- 


dressed to "Mrs. Florence Weston, San- 
ta Barbara, Cal, and 
Miss 
Stevens, 


Training School for Nurses, Post Grad- 
uate Hospital." There was an open let- 
ter to the corocer, which read: 


"I am Florence Weston of Santa Bar- 


bara, Cal. I have been a pupil nurse at 
the Post-Graduate -Hospital for Nurses 
for two years, and resigned Friday. I 
do this cowardly act 
because I 
was 


forced to reslgm from the school after 
working so hard, with eight months of 
night study. I simply coila not stand 
disgrace. 
This was the only way out. 


I want my body cremated."

came to New York from California two 
and a half years ago.

OR years nuts have been considered only as a des- 
sert or after-dinner relish, and the general opin- 
ion has always been that they were indigestible. 
Today all that has changed and nuts are now con- 
sidered the richest, strongest and most concen- 
trated of foods. For years the Italian peasants 


have used chestnuts as a food in as common a .manner as we 
use flour and potatoes, or as the Japanese and Chinese use 
rice. The Italians boil chestnuts and mash them up into a 
porridge for breakfast, and for noon dinner they grind them 
into meal and bake bread or make cake out of this meal. To- 
gether with salad and fruit, chestnuts are at certain times of 
the year the only food of the hard-working Italian peasants, 
which proves that we have been overlooking the value of the 
chestnut, hickory, pecan and walnut. Hickory nuts are espe- 
cially a muscle-building product and are of great value to girls 
and boys when in athletic training. Peanuts are a positive 
cure for insomnia when eaten at night without other foods, 
although the old-fashioned idea has been that they were indi- 
gestible. The standard of the digestive and assimilative 
capacity of mankind today is exceedingly low. One must live 
up to a nut diet if it is undertaken, but nuts are curative and 
a beautffier. 


A prominent physician in New York, who makes a specialty 


of filling out and beautifying thin, cadaverous women, uses 
the nut diet with salads, raw vegetables and fruits only, and 
I must say that he turns out wonderful results. One proof of 
the nutrition found in nuts is illustrated in the sinew and 
strength of the gorilla, monkey, squirrel and parrot. In Cali- 
fornia and Florida there are immense industries in the culti-* 
vation of pecans and walnuts, proving the need of them. I 
America grows the finest pecans in the world, and what isj 
more delicious than a thin slice of bread and butter with a 
layer of pecans over it. Roasting renders certain nuts more 
digestible for frail humanity—chestnuts, peanuts, filberts and 
almonds. Stout people must abjure the nut diet; in fact, nuts 
are so nourishing that stout people should never touch them 
at all. The pecans are full of oil, and if eaten daily as a food 
will add a pound a week to the weight of any one. Thin peo- 
ple who want to fill out the hollows in their necks and cheeks 
should have walnuts or pecans every day and eat them freely, 
and be grateful for nuts containing as they do the most de- 
licious flavors and needing no sugar or salt to improve them. 


We could take many lessons from the wise little squirrels. 


The South Americans use the cocoanuts as food and drink 
also. They consider cocoanut milk an antidote for fever and 
summer heat. The South American women wash their faces 
in the milk of the cocoanut to clear and beautify the skin and 
complexion. Remember, why eat foreign cooking when we 
have so many wonderful natural foods at our door?

covery Is the first and last chapter of 
Andre's traRlc story of achievement in 
Uie land of the midnight sun. 


On the morning of July 24, 1906, a huge 
goose, unlike any species ever before 
seen In California, fell exhausted into 
the chicken vard of M W Thomas, a 
farmer, residing near Montague, Slski- 
you county.
